During  the  year  Public  Conveniences 
have” been  erected  by  the  Council  at  Cracking ton  Haven  at  a 
total  cost  of  about  £400.  A  much  needed  improvement  in  this 
area  has  thus  been  effected. 


Public  Cleansing,  Refuse  Collection  at  Wi demouth  Bay
